“The growth in our 
economy has resulted in an 
increase of many sources of 
revenue,”’ he said. ‘“The levy 
will increase slightly, but as 
a result of new assessed 
values, the tax rate is 
projected to be no higher 
than it was this year, and 
hopefully will drop 
somewhat.” 

User fees and 
inter-governmental revenues 
make up 54 percent of the 
county’s total revenue. 
Property taxes will drop to 
20 percent of the total 
revenues, he said.

Madison council OKs purchase

An ordinance authorizing 
the purchase of new police 


vehicles 
was one 
MADISON ofa 


number 
of ordinances and 
resolutions were acted on by 
the Madison City Council 
last week. 

An ordinance setting the 
taxes for the purchase of 
four new police cars was_ 
approved. The tax is similar 
to one instituted several 
years ago to pay for police 
vehicles. 

The cost will be 
approximately $92,000, to be 
paid in three annual 


payments beginning in 
October 1999. . 

Police Chief Steve Skoklo 
said the-purchase of the new 
vehicles will allow each 
officer to take their squad 
car home, increasing the 
police presence in the city. 

He also said they are 
considering purchasing one 
or two surplus vehicles from 
the Madison County Sheriff's 
Department. Those vehicles 
would be used when the new 
cars are being serviced. 

The council also approved 
a change to the new utility 
tax rates enacted at the last 
meeting. . 

The revised ordinance — 
put into place because of the 
deregulation of utilities 
earlier this year — adds a 


clause saying if the new rate 
structure is found 
unconstitutional, then the 

city will revert back to its 

old rate structure. 


The old rate was a flat S 
percent tax; the new rate 
structure is a sliding scale 
based on usage ranging 
from 2,000 lowatt-hours per 
month for residential users 
to more than 20 million per 
month for heavy industrial 
users. 


The Council also sporaved 
ordinances allowing the sale 
of a city-owned lot at 
1225-1227 Madison Ave. for 
$7,500 and an ordinance to 
absorb the remaining East 
Madison Fire Protection 
District.

smoking. Within 10 minutes, 
two out of three students 
tested said they were smokers. 

“You have to catch them by 
the time they reach the sixth 
grade,”’ Smith said. “By the 
time they reach junior high 
and high school,the peer 
pressure has already started.”’ 

The Smokeout is an upbeat, 
good-natured effort to get 
smokers to give up cigarettes 
for 24 hours.

Derr convicted in mur

A judge stunned a courtroom 
Wednesday when she 
threatened to throw out half 
the jury’s guilty verdicts in the 
murder case against John 
Derr. 

Associate Circuit Judge Ann 
Callis backed off an immediate 

on and gave the 
prosecution a week to prove 
that Derr could legally be 
found guilty of both felony 
murder and involuntary 
manslaughter. 

A jury took only 90 minutes 
to find Derr, 39, of Granite 
City, guilty of two counts of 
murder and one count of 
involuntary manslaughter and 


concealing a homicidal death 
in the Aug. 14, 1992, killing of 
Dennis Oberbeck, the former 
manager of Geno's 140 Club in 
Bethalto. The trial lasted just 
two days 

Callis said she would leave 
intact the findings of guilt on 
the manslaughter and 
concealment charges, both of 
which carry a potential prison 
sentence of two to five years 

She was on the brink of 
setting aside the murder 
verdicts before prosecutor Don 
Weber pleaded for time to 
present case law proving that 
the verdicts were not 
inconsistent 

“T want to hear arguments 
on that,’’ Callis said. ‘(The 
verdicts) are very unusual.” 


Meanwhile, Derr’s defense 
team of Tom Hildebrand and 
Art Margulis asked for a 
mistrial, which Callis took 
under advisement. They also 
convinced Callis to maintain 
Derr’s current bond of $100,000, 
which allows him to continue 
to stay out of jail while the 
case is debated 

Weber’s motion to increase 
the bond to $1 million was 
denied 

Derr, his wife and other 
family members declined to 
comment as they left the 
courtroom 

Hildebrand said there were 
several aspects of the case on 
which to base a mistrial, 
including several times during 
the prosecution’s closing 


der case, but v 


argument when Weber alleged 
that ‘‘the defense didn't prove 
a thing.” 

“T believe that in all 
non-Third World countries, a 
man is entitled to a 
presumption of innocence,”’ 
Hildebrand said 

Hildebrand also noted that 
the jury was never instructed 
by the judge that it could not 
find Derr guilty of both 
murder and involuntary 
manslaughter. 

He said the defense team 
was particularly upset that 
tape-recorded statements of 
seven witnesses were “‘lost”’ by 
the St. Louis Police 

artment 

State’s Attorney William 

Haine, who praised the work of 


both Weber and the Sheriff’s 
Department, said he believes 
the verdicts are consistent 

Regarding murder, he said, 
the state had to prove beyond 
a reasonable doubt that Derr 
intended to commit the felony 
acts that led to Oberbeck’s 
death, in this case, robbery 
and intimidation. 

As to involuntary 
manslaughter, the state had to 
prove that Derr had a 
conscious disregard that his 
actions could cause the victim 
to die, Haine said. 

He maintained that those 
findings are compatible and 

lans to argue for Callis to 
eave the verdicts intact.

case, which Madison County 
sheriff's detectives pursued for 
3% years before convincing 
Derr’s former wife, Sherry, to 
help them gather the evidence 
to bring charges in January 
1996.

tax-and-spendbudget,” he said
